NEW YORK, Aug. 10.—Dorothy 
Lamour, the actress, was ordered 
Wednesday by the state supreme 
court to do what a lot of women 
won't ever do—disclose her exact 
age. The International Motion 
Almanac lists Miss Lamour’s birth 
as New Orleans, Dec. 10, 1914. 

The ruling was made in a suit 
by Alfred C. Evans, a musical di- 
rector and coach, who claims Miss 
Lamour owes him $6,000 for his 
services, beginning on Nov. 
1934, in teaching her voice tech- 
nique—at a time when she was 
“little known in the entertain- 
ment field.” 

Her defence is that Evans had 
been fully paid upon her cancel- 
lation, “a reasonable time after 
she reached her majority,” of the 
agreement with him. Thus the 
date of her birth became a legal 
issue.

Mr. Lapointe knows 
that the treatment of all minorities is the 
barometer which tells whether democracy 
is sick with a fever of racial hatreds or is 
pure and healthy and true. He must have 
remembered, too, what Laurier once said 
in a fine phrase about his people and their 
treatment in Canada: “Once conquered, 
the French-Canadians have now made a 
conquest of their conquerors.” It was a 
conquest of love, not of force. 

Mr. Lapointe speaks for all that is best 
in Quebec. If there were more like him, 
that province would not have Padlock 
Laws or other infringements upon per- 
sonal liberty. A great Canadian, Mr. La- 
pointe honored all minorities by his appeal 
Tuesday on their behalf. 


Japan’s Growing Arrogance 


British interests in China again are be- 
ing. attacked by Japan’s war machine. 
That is not surprising. Bogged down in 
her war with China, unable to smash the 
will of an invaded but valiant people, 
Japan must now try to gain back some of 
her losses by acts of pillage against the 
exposed property belonging to English, 
French and American traders and business 
men in the Far East. The United States 
is last on the list because she is best able 
to strike back swiftly. 

The attack is a gesture of defiance as 
well as a gamble for national prestige. The 
talks between England and Japan over 
the Tientsin incident have not gone as well 
as Tokyo officials wished. They want to 
see the door opened wide in China to Jap- 
anese goods and currency. To achieve 
that, competition from British and Ameri- 
can traders must be reduced and English 
support of Chinese currency stopped. By 
arrogantly attacking the recognized rights 
of British business men, Japan is trying to 
bully England into giving in to her de- 
mands, openly proclaiming that worse will 
come if her ultimatums are not honored. 

Japan should be told it is many cen- 
turies since England lost the habit of pay- 
ing Danegeld. She certainly has no 
thought of doing so now at the command 
of military extremists in Tokyo. Britain 
is ready to accept co-operation; it never 
ean consent to dictation by Japan. 

Far from pulling out of China, Britain 
will protect her just interests there. To do 
less would be a betrayal public opinion in 
England never could sanction. Great Bri- 
tain is not so busy in Europe that she 
cannot keep one eye on the Far East to see 
that Japan does not carry through with- 
out challenge the stern anti-British cam- 
paign she now is conducting. 


The Danzig Problem 


The Nuremberg congress is less than a 
month away and angry voices already 
darken counsel as Poland is abused for re- 
fusing thus far to give Danzig to Ger- 
many. That is how the issue is being 
Stated, and England is blamed for Po- 
land's refusal. Such a statement flies in 
the face of all the known facts. 

Danzig does not belong to Poland. It is 
a free city under the protection of the 
League of Nations. It is not for Poland 
to take or give away. Poland wanted Dan- 
zig when the Peace Conference took place, 
but the Treaty of Versailles declined to 
grant her request. 


Secondly, Poland was ready to fight 
for Danzig before she obtained the British 
pledge against German aggression. That 


promise of help simply strengthened Po- 
land's will to resist; it did not create it 
After all, the fate of Cz 
taught Poland how much faith can be put 
in Hitler's promises that he will go thug 
far and no further, 

Thirdly, there is no problem of Ger- 
man minorities in Danzig. The free city 
~-It more precisely should be called a free 
province-—is almost as German as Berlin 
It certainly is more German than Vienna 
was before Hitler marched into Austria 
It even has a Nazi party that is master of 


hoslovakia has 
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the city. The only minority problem in 
Danzig is the problem of what to do with 
the Poles who are surrounded on all sides 
by neighbors who prate daily of what 
they will do when the hour has struck to 
attack Poland. 

People say Danzig is not worth fight- 
ing for. But Britain, in giving her pledge, 
has not said she will fight simply for 
Danzig. She will fight, if reason cannot 
solve the problem by peaceable means, for 
what she has always fought to prevent— 
namely, having Europe and the world live 
in constant fear of a military dictator 
whose will it is to conquer all peoples too 
weak to defend themselves against brutal 
aggression. It is not Danzig which Britain 
has sought to guarantee, but the public 
law of Europe and the imperilled dignity 
of human brotherhood and decency. 

The issue is clear. If Germany's in- 
tentions in regard to Poland are honor- 
able, she does not need Danzig. If they 
are not honorable, she cannot be allowed 
to have Danzig. Poland is ready to nego- 
tiate. It is up to Germany now to choose 
the way of reason or of force. 


Behind The Empire 


Premier }fenzies of Australia has told 
the whole world that if Britain is at war 
with the military states now menacing the 
liberty of free men, his country will at 
once pledge its strength and resources to 
aid her in the great contest. 

This is not the first time he has said 
this. Three weeks ago he made a similar 
emphatic statement. The reason is quite 
plain. The premier feels that if war is to 
be averted, the war-makers must know 
now that they will have to fight not only 
England but the whole valiant family of 
nations joined to form the partnership of 
the Commonwealth. That is a task so big 
and precarious that even a power-drunk 
dictator will think twice before risking his 
life upon such an adventure. 

Let it not be thought that Canada has 
lagged behind in making it clear where her 
ultimate loyalties are in any clash between 
law and force or freedom and despotism. 

Mr. Lapointe has said that if the war 
fell with full force upon England, any 
Canadian government that hesitated to 
bring aid to her would be swept out of 
office by an angry public opinion eager 
that Britain, the fortress of freedom, be 
not breached and damaged by the forces 
of a brazen imperialism. 

Equally firm though more guarded in 
his utterance has been Mr. Mackenzie 
King. While admitting the final decision 
must be made by the House of Commons, 
he has said that if the attack touches Bri- 
tain vitally, or if London should be 
bombed, Canada will know her duty and 
nothing will stop her fromr fulfilling it. 

The difference between Australia’s 
position and Canada’s, is one of degree 
and not of principle. Both nations are 
proud to be numbered in the galaxy of free 
people that compose the Commonwealth, 
and are ready to defend it. The only dif- 
ference is that Mr. Menzies, having an 
easier domestic issue to face, feels himself 
freer to make advance commitments than 
any Canadian premier at present can hope 
to do, no matter what his party may be.

The Mystery of It 


Out of politics—and now out of agriculture! 
What has come over Hon, G. Howard Ferguson? 
Why has this successful farmer disposed of his 
land, even at Kemptville? The sale of farms 
elsewhere might be understood; but Kempt- 
ville—there is the mystery. And he had told 
the world that he made the Kemptville farm 
pay, even with remote control. He quits a pay- 
ing propostion on the land, while other farmers 
who can’t make it pay are unable to quit. 

After strenuous years in business, in the 
professions or in public life, and the achieve- 
ment of success, many men turn to the land; 
turn to farming on a large or modest scale, 
according to taste. Mr. Ferguson has had the 
strenuous years and the success; now he quits 
farming. It is very confusing. 

There appears to be also disloyalty to 
sentiment. What about Old Fred? In the 
horse-and-buggy days Old Fred hauled his 
master along the concessions and sidelines of 
the Kemptville district—roads which, though he 
may not have known it, led Fred’s master on to 
a Premiership and to the High Commissioner's 
office in London. Was there no consideration 
for the equine shade of Old Fred, enjoying itself 
in that Valhalla. where all good nags meet their 
reward?—Toronto Globe and Mail. 


The Race in Armaments 


The increase announced in the 1939-40 British 
arms budget carries British defence expenditures 
to about $3,400,000,000, a figure wholly without 
precedent in peacetime. In a country with the 
population of the United States this would be 
equivalent to $10,000,000,000. For Britain this 
means that practically 15 cents out of every 
dollar of the nation’s income is going to arma- 
ments. It is true that more than two-thirds of 
this sum is to be borrowed. But borrowed or 
taxed, it has to be paid for in things which every 
Britisher must do without. 

“Business as usual” has long gone by the 
board. The pace now being set can scarcely be 
long maintained without a degree of interference 
in traditionally private affairs previously known 
only in 1914-18. Whether a_ skyrocketing of 
prices, wages and costs can be prevented is likely 
to prove an increasingly immediate problem. 

How long can such a pace be maintained? 
Long enough to outlast Germany? The economic 
resources of the Anglo-French group are un- 
doubtedly superior to those of the Axis, but the 
superiority of the latter in organization tends to 
offset the democracies’ advantage, just as it did 
in the last war. On the other hand, Germany, 
at least, has already drawn so heavily on her 
industrial, labor and financial reserves that it is 
problematical how much she can increase her 
own effort, a question that has by no means be- 
gun to confront her opponents. : 

Competition in armaments has been forced on 
the European democracies against their will. 
They have had no alternative but to enter the 
race, even though it involves risks of serious im- 
poverishment. How successful Britain will be 
in reconciling with democratic institutions the 
regimentation to which she seems likely to be 
driven increasingly is a further question of great 
importance to all countries that still hold to the 
democratic ideal—New York Times. 


The World and Wheat 

Developments in a world way in the wheat 
Situation suggest that governments may not, 
because of the cost and risk involved, and as 
a common-sense course generally, be able in- 
definitely to continue wheat-price guarantee 
or bonusing policies. Things external but vital 
to the Canadian scene, in the case of wheat, 
are arresting. 

Take, for instance, the information from 
Buenos Aires in last Tuesday’s news. Here 
it is: “Argentina, her grain storages and her 
national treasury groaning under the strain of 
a 5,000,000-ton grain surplus, is in no mood for 
an international pact restricting wheat exports 
or fixing minimum world prices. This country 
will participate in July sessions of the world 
wheat conference in London. But with more 
then 420,000,000 pesos—roughly $100,000,000— 
invested in pegging the price of wheat pur- 
chased from her producers at about 75 cents a 
bushel, she feels she cannot afford to embark 
on a longer-range stabilization program.” 

The world situation appears conducive 
neither te international co-operation in control 
of wheat exports or to wheat bonusing policies 
on the part of governments. 

Then there is the information from Aus- 
tralia. Says a despatch from Sydney: “Aus- 
tralia exported wheat and flour equivalent to 
60,363,452 bushels from December 1, 1938, to 
June 7, 1939, a decline of 28,355,396 bushels com- 
pared with the corresponding period a year 
ago.” Again the story of lost or shrunken wheat 
markets. 

Lack of international co-operation in the 
wheat situation is regrettable. But one must 
wonder for how long it may be regarded as 
sound policy to bonus a product that cannot be 
thought of today except in terms of surplus 
supplies.—Regina Leader-Post.
